Ultimatum to Germany.
Within the next week the allies

will make their answer to Germany.
Unless all signs fall, this answer will
contain few modifications and none
of them considerable. It will be ac
companied by an ultimatum and time
limit. On or before June IS we should
have neace. or military operations
in Germany should nave began. If
the allies consent to further nes- -

tiations now. the conference of Paris
will unquestionably be prolonged for
many months. This circumstance
alone should and probably will in
fluence the character of the answer.

DANIELS TELLS GRADUATES

OF ANNAPOLIS TO WORK HARD
Annapolis. Mi. June s. Secretary

Daniels In an address at the graduat-
ing exercises at the Cnited States
Naval academy today declared that
the closing of hostilities did not mean
the United States navy "could rest on
its oars," but that tt must surpass Its
great war record by a greater record
in peace."

Four hundred and fifty nine mem-
bers- of the graduating class, the
largest in the history of the academy,
were urged by the secretary to apply
all their initiative and energy in the
task of developing the efficiency of
the navy.

"You are coming into the navy In
a period that will challenge aU your
MniirfM anjf Initiative.' said secre
tary Daniels. "You must not imagine
for a moment that because the war
Is ended the navy will or can rest
upon Its oars. All your force and
energies are needed, for we sre deter-
mined the navy shall not. as it did af-
ter the war between the states and
the Spanish-America- n war, mark time
for a decade.

The navy has made a great record
in the war. Let us make s. greater
record In peace.'
